This Amendment is filed in response to the non-final Office Action of July 6 , 2005. 
The status of the presented claims as presently amended are as follows: 
Claims 1-27 (CANCELLED) 

28. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A cross-arm for a utility pole for use in 
low to medium voltage electricity distribution and transmission, the cross-arm being operable 
transverse a utility pole as horizontal support for an electrical distribution system and being 
metallic and coated with an electrically insulatory coating. 

29. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) A cross-arm according to claim 28, 
wherein the coating has a dielectric strength of greater than lOkV/mm.
